noon and crowds of people invaded 
Compiegne from, Paris and the neigh- 
boring towns in hopes of obtaining a 
glimpse of the czar, but were disap- 
pointed. 


The streets are still decorated and 


will be illuminated this evening. 


After luncheon the czar and czarina 


drove in a landau through the forest 
to Pierreford's to visit the historic 
chateau.

Final Ceremonies of Deeply 


Pathetic Character 


Mrs. McKinley Unable to Attend Ser- 


vices at Chin-cli or Cemetery 


From .-most of the big cities and from 


cany towns in this country come dis- 
patches telling that yesterday was a 
lay of mourning. Memorial services 
were held in crowded churches in the big 
population centres of all sections. Bells 
were tolled while the body was being 
borne to the grave, and minute guns 
boomed «. requiem. 


Most significant of .all tbe mourning 


tributes was the entire suspension of 
business everywhere1—in mines, mills, 
gtores and stock exchanges. There was 
a stillness different from the quiet of 
a holiday, and deeper than the hush of 
A Sunday. 


Canton, 0., Sept. 20.—With majestic 


•olemnity, surrounded by his country- 
men and his townspeople, in the pres- 
ence of the President of the United 
States, the cab:net, justices of the 
United States supreme court, senators 
and representatives 
in congress, the 


heads of the military and naval es- 
tablishments, governors of states and a 
great concourse of people who had 
known and loved him, all that is mortal 
of the third president to fall by an as- 
eaasin's bullet was committed to the 
grave. 


It was a spectacle of mournful grand- 


enr. 
From every city and hamlet in 


Ohio, from the remote corners of the 
south, and from the east and west, the 
human tide flowed into Canton until 
ilOO,000 people were within its gates to 
pay the last tribute to the fallen chief. 


The final scene at the First Methodist 


church, where tbe funeral service was 
held, and »t the beautiful Westlawn 
cemetery, wherethe body was consigned 
to a vault, were simple and impressive. 


^Tlie service in the church consisted 


of a brief oration, prayers by the min- 
J&ters of three denominations and sing- 
Ing by a quartet. 
The body was then 


taken to Westkvwn cemetery and placed 
in a receiving vault, pending the time 
when it will be finally laid to rest be- 
tide the children who were bnried 
years ago. 


Majestic Silence 


The church bells began tolling when 


the time came for taking up the body 
at the house. 
A brief private service 


bad been beld within the darkened 
chamber, Dr. Manchester saying a 
prayer, while the relatives 
gathered 


around, and Mrs. McKinley listened 
From the half-open door of her adjoining 
room. 
The double file of body bearers 


DOW stepped into tbe room, and, rais- 
ing the flag-wrapped casket to their 
shoulders, bore it through the open en- 
trance. 
.A solemn hush fell upon the 


multitude. The scene was majestic in 
its silence. 
As the casket was borne 


ilong, above the line of heads could be 
seen the enfolding Stars and Stripes, 
ind on top great masses of white roses 
tnd delicate, lavender orchids. 


Tenderly the coffin was committed to 


the hearse, the order to march was 
given, and the great procession now 
took up its mournful journey, passing 
under' the sweep of giant trees robed in 
jjlack, between two living tides of hn- 
nanity, massed along the streets, cov- 
ering housetops and filling windows. 


The funeral procession was very im- 


posing, and included not only the repre- 
lentatives of the army and navy of tbe 
United States, but the entire military 
itrength of the state of Ohio, and hnn- 
Ireds of civic, fraternal and other or- 
ganizations. It was two miles long. 


Preceding the funeral car, and form- 


Dg the first division rode General Tor- 
ranee, national commander of the G. 
|L R., at the head of a long line of vet- 
trans. After them moved the national 
rnard of the state of Ohio. Then came 
the funeral cortege, the late president's 
favorite command, troop A, ahead. At 
the head cf each of tbe horses drawing 
the hearse marched a soldier. 


At either side of the hearse marched 


fee guard of military and naval honor, 
the generals on the right, led by General 
Wiles, and the admirals on the left, led 
Oy Admiral Farquhar. Then came tbe 
ong line of carriages for tbe relatives 
jnd friends and after them the in- 
lumerable military and civic orjranizn- 
Bons that had assembled to pay thia 
ast honor to the fallen chief. 


Within the Church 


It wai 1:50 when the procession 


leached tbe edifice where the funeral 
lervices were to be held. At tbe church 
intrance were drawn up deep files of 
loldiers. The hearse halted while Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and members of the 
Cabinet alighted, and grouped thera- 
Klves at either side of the entrance 
with uncovered beads. 
As the coffin 


passed within the black draped en- 
trance, the president and hisfcablnet 
followed. 
The mourners, too, passed 


inside, but the stricken widow was not 
imong them. 
She had remained be- 


hind in the old home, alone with her 
irief. 


The scene within the church when the 


ttsket was carried in on tbe shoulders 
of the soldiers and sailors was pro- 
foundly impressive. Purple and green 
were the dominant notes—orchids, vio- 
lets, palms and evergreens, against the 
•ombre background. There were many 
handsome pieces.' Against the valla 
on either side were floral flags and upon 
the pulpit rested an urn in white carna- 
tions. At either aide of this urn were 
the cross of the Knights Templar and 
the crown of the Knights of Pythias, 
while to the e.aat was the square and 


of Masonry. Almost directly 


above the. euppert for tbe coffin » nun- 
burst of lights glittered like brilliant 
stars in a black sky. The lights with- 
out came dimly through the stained 
glass windows. 
Under the quivering 


fold* of the Starry Banner, with the 
light shedding their effulgence from 
above, the fragrance of the flowers hov- 
ering all about and 
the music of 


Beethoven's grand funeral march puls- 
ing from the organ, tbe body bearefs 
gently lowered the flag-draped and 
flower-adorned coffin to its support. 


All had risen as the coffin was borne- 


In. The generals and admirals of the 
army and navy, who comprised the 
guard of honor, in their resplendent 
uniforms, followed the body ^nd occu- 
pied the first pew on either side of the 
centre aisle. 
President Roosevelt and 


the cabinet came slowly after. 
All 


were in black, and wore black gloves. 
Tbe fourth pew from the front, that al- 
ways occupied by President McKlnloy, 
was draped in black, and remained 
vacant. 


It was after 2 o'clock when the quar- 


tet sang the touching words of "Beauti- 
ful Isle of Somewhere." 
When tlip 


sound of tbe 'last line had died away 
Rev. O. B. Milligan, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, in which Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley were married 
SO years ago, offered a fervent prayer. 
Every head within the church bent in | 
solemn reverence as the invocation 
went up. 
Dr. John A. Hull, pastor of 


the Trinity Lutheran church, tlren read 
from the Bible the 10th Psalm, and Rev. 
E. P. Herbruck read verses 41-58 of the 
25th chapter of I Corinthians. ''Lead, 
Kindly Light" was then sung by the 
quartet. 


Dr. C. E. Machester then delivered 


an address upon the life of the late 
president, and the lesson taught by his 
noble character and death. 
Bishop I. 


W- Joyce of Minneapolis followed with 
a brief prayer, and the services were 
concluded with the singing of the hymn 
which President McKinley repeated on 
his death bed, "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee" 
The entire congregation arose 


and joined in the last stanza. Father 
Valtman of Chicago, chaplain of the 
Twenty-ninth infantry, pronounced the 
benediction. 


Then the notes of the organ again 


arose. 
The cofOn was taken np and 


borne from the church. 
The relatives 


and those in official life went out in the j 
order they had entered. 
I 


At the Cemetary 


for nearly an hour before the head 


of the funeral procession arrived at the 
gate of the cemetery, the strains of the 
dirges played by the bands came over 
the hill top to the watchers by the vault. 
Behind the band came the Grand Army 
posts. 
As they passed along the flower- 


strewn path, many of the veterans were 
weeping bitterly. 
The sweet pea blos- 


soms that were scattered along the road 
were the offering of the school children 
of Nashville, Tenn. 


After the veterans came the men of 


the Sixth infantry of the nationa guard, 
the engineer corps of the national guard 
from Cleveland, the comrades of tbe 
late president in the ranks of the Twen- 
ty-third Ohio volunteers during the 
Civil war. 
Then came a long line of 


carriages bearing the members of the 
family and the distinguished visitors. 


With bared heads the president and 


members of the cabinet, followed by the 
officers of the array and navy, stood 
on each side of the walk, close to the 
vault door, the linos reaching just to 
the edge of the roadway. 
Within a 


minute after the formation of the lines, 
the funeral car came up to the walk. 
The casket was lifted from the hearse 
and borne to the door of the vault where 
it was rested upon the catafalque. 
It 


was carried by the same men of the 
army and navy who have carried it ever 
since it left Buffalo. 


Bishop Joyce of Minneapolis reai? the 


burial service of the Methodist church. 
As his words ended there was a brief 
pause, for it had been understood thai a 
quartet of the Knights Templar was 
to be present to render a hymn. 
Through a misunderstanding, however, 
it hadjiot arrived. 
Eight buglers of 


the Canton band had taken station upon 
tbe mound above, and to the south of 
the vault. 
Instantly from the ci?ht 


bugles rang out the notes of tbe sol- 
dier's last call, "Taps." 
It was beau- 


tifully done, and the last notes of tho 
buglers died away so softly that all 
who heard it remained listening for a 
few seconds to hear if it was really end- 
ed. 


It waa all ended at last, and Captain 


Biddle, who will command the guard 
which is to be placed ardund the vault, 
stepped up to a line of soldiers, who, 
throughout the ceremony, had stood at 
present arms as rigid as though the 
carved out 
of iron. 
One of them 


passed quickly into the vault, taking 
station at the head of the casket; an- 
other placed himself at the foot, and 
three men stood in the doorway, two on 
the lower step and the third on the 
floor of the vault directly behind them. 


The president, the members of the 


cabinet and the officers of the army and 
navy then entered their carriages and 
followed by the members of the family, 
passed out of the cemetery and returned 
to the city. 


The delay caused by the services at 


the vault being over, the procession re- 
sumed its march. 
As the hend of the 


division containing the Knights Tem- 
plars wheeled into the cemetery, the 
quartet that hac! been delayed in reach- 
Ing the place for tbe previous cere- 
monies took up a position to the south 
of the vault, and sank, "Farewell, My 
Brother." 
This hymn was followed 


by others, Deluding "Rock of Ages," 
"The Cbl-iitfan's Goodnight" and "The 
Wayside Gross." 


The sanctions were beautifnlly rfn-, 


dcred, and no part of the funeral cere- 
monies in Canton were more impressive. 
The darkness was gathering fast as the 
Knight,* sang on, and the sound of sobs 
was distinctly audible even in the crowd 
that lined the fence beyond the line 
of national guardsmen. 


The last of the procession passed the 


bier at 5:45, and then orders were given 
by Captain Biddle that the cemetery 
should be cleared. 
The order was 


quickly carried out, and the dead presi- 
dent was left in the care of his guard 
of honor. 


One of the most pathetic features of 


the day was the absence of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley from the funeral services at the 
church, and from the cemetery. Since 
the first shock of the shooting, then of 
death and through the ordeal of state 
ceremonies, she bad borne np bravely. 
But yesterday found her too weak to 
pass through the trials of the final cere- 
monies. 
Through the open door of her

laid out below.

intervening church spire, one might get 
from this elevation a glimpse of the 
McKinley home. Yesterday the place 
was doubly beautiful, with the rustling 
trees giving off their first yellow leaves 
of fall, and adding a golden touch to the 
green-clad slopes. 


M'tTNLEY HTJRIAL PLOT. CANTON. 


Just inside the stately entrance stands 


the gray stone vault, where for a time 
the casket will repose. 
Its areary ex- 


terior was relieved by great masses of 
flowers, banked up until the gray walls 
were shut out from view. 
But in due 


time the body will be taken from the 
vault and committed to the little plot 
of ground lying further on. 
This is 


the McKinley plot, and here lies his 
father, whose name he bore; the mother 
h« guarded so tenderly in life, his broth- 
er James, his sister Anne, and his two 
children.

Canton, O., Sept. 20.—The friends of 


Mrs. McKinley do not regard her as be- 
ing upon tbe verge of a collapse. On 
the contrary, they express themselves 
as quite confident that she will be 
spared to them for a long time.

Kinley is bearing up as well as could be 
expected under the circumstances. She 
is suffering intensely from her bereave- 
ment, and has frequently given way to 
sobs and tears, but for all that she has 
been doing as well as any woman could 
do under similar circumstances. We 
have no immediate expectations of any- 
thing but favorable conditions in her 
case." 


Even Iilquor Saloons Closed 


Boston, Sept. 20.—In accordance with

land as a period of Mourning. Business 
houses and manufacturing establish- 
ments and theatres were generally 
closed. It is noted as an especial mark 
of respect that nearly every saloon in 
Boston was closed, by vote of the Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers' association; and 
Boston, in all the years of Its existence, 
never came so ne.-ir being.a temperance 
city as during yesterday.^ Even c'gar 
and news stands were closed, and there 
was a greater suspension of business 
than on any Sunday within the memory 
of man.

EULOGIUM BY CLEVELAND 


In Which He Advises Youog Hen to 


Teach ana Practice the Best Cit- 


v ixenship—Repressive Laws Necessary 
t to Grapple With Monster of Anarchy 


Princeton, N. J., Sept. 20.—All formal 


exercises at Princeton university were 
suspended yesterday, and memorial ex- 
ercises were held in Alexandria hall. 
The big hall was filled with students and 
visitors as the faculty, led by ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland and President Patton, 
slowly filed up the aisle, to the rostrum. 


President Fatten opened the exercises 


with prayer, and, after a hymn, he read 
Psalm xlvi, and niade a few remarks 
eulogizing the late president. 
"Nearer, 


My God, to Thee" was then sung, and 
President Patton then introduced Mr. 
Cleveland, who, visibly affected and 
with tears in his feyes, eulogized the 
dead president 


Mr. pleveland said in part: 
"Today 


the grave closes over the man who hac! 
been chosen by the people of the United 
States to represent their sovereignty, 
to protect and to defend their constitu- 
tion, to faithfully execute the laws 
made for their welfare, and to safely up- 
hold the integrity of the republic. 


"He passes" from the public signt, not 


bearing the wreaths and garlands of his 
countrymen's approving acclaim, but 
amid the sobs and tears of a mourn- 
ing nation. 
The whole nation loved 


their president. 
His kindly disposition 


and affectionate traits, jtois amiable 
consideration for all around him, will 
long be in the hearts of his countrymen. 
He loved them in return with such pa- 
triotism and unselfishness that in this 
hour of tbeir grief and humiliation he 
would say-to them: 'It js God's will, 
I am content; if there is a lesson in my 
life and death, let it be taught to those 
who still live, and have the destiny of 
their country iq their keeping.' "' 


"First in my thoughts are the lessons 


to be learned from the career of Will- 
iam McKinley by the young men who 
make up the students today of our uni- 
versities. 
They are not obscure nor 


difficult. 
The man who is universally 


mourned today was not deficient in edu- 
cation; but with all you. will hear of his 
grand career and his services to-his 
country, you will not hear that what be 
accomplished was due entirelj to his, 
education. 


"He was an obedient and affectionate 


son, patriotic and faithful as a soldier, 
honest and upright a$ a citizen, tender 
and devoted as d husbajnd, and truthful, 
generous and unselfish: moral and clean • 
in every relation of life. 


"There is a most serious lesson for all 


of us in the tragedy of our late presi- 
dent's death. 
If we are to escape fur- 


ther attacks upon our peace and se- 
curity, we must .boldly and resolutely 
grapple with. the.monster .of anarchy. 
It is not-a thing that .we can safely leave 
to be dealt with by party or partisan- 
ship. 
Nothing can guarantee us 


against its menaces except the teaching 
and the practice 6f the best citizenship, 
tbe exposure of the ends and aims of the 
gospel of discontent and hatred of social 
order, and tbe brave enactment and exe- 
cution of repressive laws. 


"By tie memory of pur martyred pres- 


ident let us resolve to cultivate and pre- 
serve the qualities that made him great 
and useful, and let ns determine to meet 
the call of patriotic duty in every time 
of our country's danger or need."

The Torpedo Destroyer Cobra 


Wrecked In the North Sea 


WOKLD'S FASTEST VESSEL 


Was Undergoing Boiler Test When 


She Struck a Rock and Explosion 
Bellowed—Sixty-Seven Lives KUOWA 


I to Have Been Lost 


London, Sept. 20.—The torpedo boat 


destroyer, the Cobra, has foundered in 
the North sea, the result of an explosion. 
The ship was eu route from the yard of 
her builders at Newcastle to Ports- 
mouth, and carried a crew of 42 caval 
men and 37 employes of her builders. 
Ay were iost, with the exception of 
about a dozen persous. 


The first intimation of the disaster 


was the arrival of a fishing boat at Yai</ 
mouth, with six bodies which had been 
picked up in the vicinity of the spot 
where the Cobra was last seen. 
Ac- 


cording to the fishermen, the Cobra waa 
sighted by the lightship off Dowsing 
Sands enveloped in steam, and she 
shortly afterwards disappeared. 


It became known that five boats wero 


launched after tto f'obra struck, but 
some of them were swamped in the 
heavy sea which was running at the 
time. 


A dispatch from Middleboro says 12 


survivors of the crew of the Cobra wore 
landed there yesterday, and .confirms 
tbe first report that all the others were 
drowned. 


The British admiralty has received in- 


formation that the explosion occurred 
after the Cobra struck a rock, and that 
she sank immediately. 


Lieutenant Bosworth Smith, the 


Cobra's commander, stood upon the 
bridge with his arms folded, as impas- 
sive as if on parade, and went down 
with the vessel. 


The Cobra, like her sister boat, the' 


Viper, was a turbine-engined vessel*

tractors, and was undergoing a boiler

About one year ago the torpedo boat 


destroyer Cobra beat the record of thd 
Viper, and won the title of the fastest 
Vessel in the world. The Viper, which 
was afterwards wrecked, had a speed 
record of -13 miles an hour, while the 
Cobra in an unofficial trial over the sajne 
course, made 37.7 facts, or 43.5 miles.

the Nature of Joy, for We Rejoice 


in What He Has Been To Us. 


Free Speech Necessary 


Yesterday was a day long to be re- 


membered. It was the day of Presi- 
dent McKinley's funeral at Canton, O., 
and Che occasion was observed by 
cities and towns throughout the coun- 
try as if each had been tbs place 
where the funeral was actually held. 
And nothing- could have been more 
proper. It was a national funeral and 
this was the only way in which the 
nation could participate. 


In this city practically all business 


was suspended, in accordance with 
the program announced the day before 
and the quiet of Sunday prevailed. The 
only public observances were held at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, which was 
2 o'clock at Canton, the hour of the 
funeral. The attendance at all o£ the 
churches was very large, in most 
cases every seat being taken. The 
weather was pleasant and >all the con- 
ditions invited to participation in the 
sad ceremonies of the day. All of the 
churches were 
suitably draped 
in 


black and white and 
the 
national 


colors, and there were appropriate dis- 
plays of flowers. The singing by the 
choirs was excellent, the selections at 
every church including some of Mc- 
Kinley's favorite hymns, among which 
"Lead Kindly Light" and "Nearer my 
God to Thee" were conspicuous. The 
chimes of St. Francis were played 
during the funeral hour, and these 
hymns were among the selections ren- 
dered. The music was beautiful as it 
floated out upon the mellow autumn 
air. 


The addresses of the pastors were 


such as befitted the occasion. They 
expressed the universal sorrow and 
paid deserved tribute 
to 
the man 


whom the nation mourns. The senti- i 
ments expressed were in line with the 
addresses made by the same speakers 
at the memorial meeting at tje Rich- 
mond theater Sunday night, 
which 


were reported in this paper. All were 
heard with exceptional interest and 
the services were very impressive in 
every particular. The only out of town 
speaker was Dr. John Bascom of Wil- 
liamstown, who delivered the address 
at the Congregational church. In this 
as in all of his public utterances, he 
had some plain and straightforward 
statements to make, and as the people 
of this city are always interested in 
his" views on matters of public concern 
the following synopsis of his remarks 
is given: 


Or. Baxconi'c Addrcs* 


Dr. Bascom began by saying tha 


there had rarely been in the history 
our country or the history 
of the 


world a happening that had caused 
such widespread and profound grief 
as the assassination of President Mc- 
Kinley. 
A wail of sorrow is heard 


from ocean to ocean. But grief and 
joy in this world are closely allied, 
they are so close together that they 
practically walk hand in hand. And 
so with us today, while there is much 
to depress there is more to lift us up 
so that we can renew our work for our 
fellow men. 
No political party, and no person who 
has any right to be called an American 
citizen, had any part in this awfu. 
crime which has taken our president 
from us. It does not express our na- 
tional life and it does not embarrass 
it It rather strengthens the ties that

bind us together, and there will be 
more unity of purpose and more har- 
mony because of it. All Americans 
stand today at the grave of °ur hon- 
ored president but there is a tender- 
ness in our grief which is in the na- 
ture of joy, for we cannot stand by 
the graves of our elect without re- 
joicing in what they have been to us 
and done for us. We were all very 
closely knit to this good man. 


There are two classes of leaders, 


solitary men who lead by thought, and 
others who stand with men and lead 
on to practical things. And there are 
two classes of these practical leaders,; 
one typified by Napoleon, who lead for 
their own pur oses, and another that 
strives for the public welfare. Of this 
latter class was William McKinley. It 
was also represented by Abraham 
Lincoln. I remember the impatience 
there was with what seemed like need 
less delay on the part of Lincoln at 
the beginning of the civil war, but all 
criticism of his course has long since 
passed away and hjstory has sealed 
his action as correct. 
To his class, 


who hold the front and bring up the 
rear, McKinley belonged. He was a 
peer among peers in our list of presi- 
dents. His ability, his fidelity, his 
friendship and th,e breadth of his 
democracy won the love and respect 
of the people to an unusual dergee and 
placed him in the front rank of our 
national life. When we think of the 
integrity of the nation and the honor 
of William McKinley we can bow in 
thanksgiving at this burial. 


The crime that laid him low does 


not reflect on the nation. And there 
are some names in this connection 
which we cannot look upon with pride. 
Those who attack free speech are los- 
ing sight of that which makes us a 
great nation. It is useless to talk of 
retaliation and "stringent measures" 
as means of retaining our freedom. 
Free speech and a free press are the 
bulwark of our government, and it is 
to be hoped that no assassin's bullet 
will bury itself In our constitution. 
Let us not be tempted, under condi- 
tions which might tempt us if any 
could to deal differently with human 
freedom than we have from the be- 
ginning. Our nation must be true to 
its first principles. 


'We have now had three assassina- 


tions of presidents, but the crimes had 
no connection with each other. The 
first was that of Lincoln, which came 
like the last thunderbolt of a 
long 


storm, through which we gained our 
liberty for fhe second time. The sec- 
ond was that of Garfield, which was 
wholly the folly and madness of a 
single mind, and ouch things will al- 
ways be liable to happen as long as 
there are fools in the world. Tbe ass 


ficance here, though such a thing 
might have in Europe. Coolness and 
calmness were among Mr. McKinley's 
most admirable traits .and. the nation 
cannot afford -to be less cool or less 
calm. Dangers are not to be success- 
fully met by deserting right principles. 
The end of our liberty is not far off 
when we. like a group of foolish men, 
seek the protection of a lightning rod 
at the sight of one small cloud. Our 
constitution defines treason. Let us 
be sober and not turn from our great 
purposes or be confused by an act so 
alien to our form of government. 


Liberty must be united with law, 


and we must perfect the law to and 
bring it up to the growing^wants of 
the people or lose something of the 
power that 
Js rigbtiully ours. We 


must stand by the law and have our 
libeities expressed in law and guarded 
by the- law. Wt have in some parts 
of the country broken away from the 
law but only evil can come from such 
a course. Let us uh!d<? with the law, 
no matter who the wretch is who vio- 
lates it, and thus we can bid defiance 
to lawlessness. 


Dr. Uascom referred to tne criticism 


of imbllc men, which he considers es- 
sential to the welfare of such govern- 
ment of as ours; ami it does not show 
that those who offer criticism are un- 
patriotic or unfaithful to their rulers. 
He cons!dered McKinlay's 
term of 


office as critical as any in thf> history 
of tlie country except Lincoln's, We 
fave come to a time to alter the na- 
tional line of action, and it is a deep- 
ly critical time. 
But 
criticism has 


nothing to fio with the loyalty, of 


who offer it .and it would be de- 


trimental to the nation to have it 
withheld from our public men. 


Our standard b«arer has fallen, but 


there are thousands of hands strong 
encugb. to keep the standard In the 
«.ir. .American principles were never 
strftnger than they are today to ac- 
complish their ends. 
Government of 


the people, by the people and for the 
peopie i« the 
only 
sentiment that 


makes our flag significant throughout 


world 
There are some men we 


cannot honor, men who stand between 
the people and the government. It 
behooves us to shape anew our govern 
m*nt to tie welfare cf the masses, 
that they may be lifted up to fresh 
power and glory. 


Good bye to President McKfnley. 


Like all earthly things, and as all men 
must do, be has passed away. He 
acted a manly part in war and in 
peace, he was powerful in political and 
soc'al life, and we may well leave him 
alone in his glory. There Is great 
sadness, but there is a deeper joy that 
the life of the nation is as great and 
glorious and powerful as ever.

TO IDENTIFY CRIMINALS.' 


Plan* For Central Bureau at 
togion to Be Creed Upon Congre«». 
The movement which alms to secure 


the establishment of a bureau of crim- 
inal information at Washington In con- 
nection with the department of Justice 
and which has been conducted under 
the auspices of the committee appoint- 
ed at the meeting of the National Pris- 
on association In Hartford, Coan,, two 
years ego, will be renewed with the 
convening of the new congress, says 
the New York Post. It Is believed that 
the assassination of President McKin- 
ley has emphasized the need of th« 
proposed bureau. 


The committee consists of Albert 


Garvin, warden of the Connecticut 
state prison; ifajor E. W. McLaughry, 
warden of the United States peniten- 
tiary at Fort Jjeavenworth, and Cap- 
tain Edward S. \vright, warden of the 
Western penitentiary of Rennsylvania. 
A bill providing for the creation of a 
bureau of criminal information • at 
Washington was formulated, and it 
was introduced into congress last year. 
It was indorsed by prison experts 
throughout the country and was ap- 
proved by the department of Justice. 
Practically no opposition developed, 
but the measure failed In the press of 
urgent business because no opportu- 
nity to call it up for action presented 
itself. 
The bill will be introduced 


again in the next congress. 


Warden Garvin, in speaking of the 


proposition, said: "The proposed cen- 
tral bureau, conducted under federal 
supervision, would be an effective 
agency for the registration and identi- 
fication of criminals, and the large 
body of data which it would accumu- 
late would be at the disposal of state 
and local authorities. The crusade 
against criminals is greatly handicap- 
ped and hampered by the lack of a 
central bureau at which needed infor- 
mation can be had for the asking. The 
bureau would be a great help to na- 
tional, state and local officials in check- 
ing crime and in keeping criminals un- 
der effective supervision."

North Dakota's commissioners to the 


Fa\j-Amer'trnn exposition *.xve just re- 
ceiral aatl placed on exhibition what 
toe/ claim is the largest cabbage 
wfckh has been shown at the exposlr 
tion, says the Rochester Union and 
Advertiser. It is the largest they have 
yet had, and Commissioner Gushing 
says there has never been a time when 
North Dakota' was not showing a lar- 
ger head of cabbage in its pavilion 
than any of its rival exhibiting states 
could bring forward. 


The man who sent the cabbage, a 


truck farmer, who has a place near 
one of tho towns in the Red river val- 
ley, also sent a note with it reading: 


"This 
cabbage 
weighs 
eighteen 


pounds, bat it Is only a baby to one I 
am raising for you." 


Mr. Custoing is waiting hopefully for 


this phenomenon to put In its appear- 
ance, and when It comes he expects to 
show something which will be an evi- 
dence that North Dakota soil Is good 
for something besides wheat and flax. 


""The soil's all right," he said, speak- 


ing of the promised acquisition to the 
exhibit, "it's the farmers.

People who regard anarchists as 


forming a compact organization, with 
definite plans for bringing about a 
condition of society that is without 
law, have no accurate conception of 
the true nature of the fanaticism that 
In the case of Czolgosz resulted in the 
snooting of President McKinley, says 
the Washington Star. Anarchists aro 
a unit upon only one idea—that is, that 
all governments are instruments of op- 
pression, as are laws and every means 
'by which government is maintained. 


They want the Individual to possess 


the freedom of the savage. Living iu 
the manner they advocate there would 
be no private property and no law. 
With them a contract would have only 
the force ef the desire of each party to 
carry it out, and if either of them 
should repudiate It it would fall to the 
ground. 


It would tak« the temperament and 


the mind of a dreamer to conceive 
what the world would be like in such 
a condition of anarchy. The Interna- 
tional Encyclopedia of the edition of 
1898 states that of one 'school of an- 
archists in the United States, whose 
headquarters are in Boston, there are 
5,000 members. These are of the va- 
riety that declare themselves in favor 
only of peaceful methods for bringing 
about a condition of anarchy. 


There are others who believe that the 


best way to advance their common 
cause against all government is to kill 
the heads of governments. 
They do 


not aim at one form of government 
more than at another, but to them a re- 
public ruled by the suffrage of the peo- 
ple is as vicious as is a despotism ruled 
by the will of one man. 


While the keynote to all anarchistic 


associations is such intense individ- 
ualism that no 'man can be bound to 
anything he does not approve of, yet 
the men indulging in these vagaries are 
generally divided in two classes. The 
first of these are the followers of 
Proudhon, who are called individualis- 
tic anarchists, the second class being 
the followers of Marx, who are called 
the communistic anarchists, or interna- 
tionalists. 


The headquarters 
in the United 


States of the individualistic anarchists 
Is in Boston, where their organ, Liber- 
ty, is published. The anarchists were 
said iu 1S9S to number 5,000. They do 
not take any part in elections, as they 
regard them only as instruments of op- 
pression. They disclaim any sympathy 
with violence as a means of bringing 
about a condition of anarchy. They 
claim that they expect a 
peaceful 


evolution as a result of their own agi- 
tation to bring about their ends. 


With Proudhon these anarchists deny 


the existence of God, though they do 
not make war on those who attend 
churches except t^ the extent of insist- 
ing that these churches shall be sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions. 
They oppose any measure for the sup- 
pression of social vice through the 
means of legislation. They oppose the 
rite of marriage and in its-place advo- 
cate what they term "outomistic" mar- 
riage, which is a sort of partnership 
from which either party can withdraw 
at any time. 


The con'iEUiiistic anarchists, or fol- 


lowers of Marx, do not hesitate to com- 
mit any deed of violence in order to 
advance their cause. These anarchists 
gained their greatest strength in their 
society called the International Work- 
ingmen's association about 1872, after 
which it very largely went to pieces. 
At that time Bakunine, who advocated 
an international revolutionary move- 
ment for all laboring classes to culmi- 
nate in a general insurrection, was ex- 
pelled from the organization. 


This branch of the anarchists direct- 


ed Its efforts especially against private 
property, while the alleged peaceful 
followers of Proudhon assert that if 
state property and the force of the law 
are destroyed private property will not 
be worth anything anyway. But it is 
Proudhon who is regarded as the 
founder of modern anarchism. His 
ideas were taUen up by Russians and 
made the basis of a most vigorous po- 
litical agitation which directed itself 
toward the killing of heads of govern- 
ment. 


Next to Russia Spain is the country 


In which anarchists have made most 
headway. Portugal, Italy and France 
have always been Involved in the 
movement 
The Inturnatioual Work- 


Ingtnen's association was founded in 
1864 and was n combination of anarch- 
Ifits and socialists. The socialists want- 
ed greater equality through the menus 
Of state interference, while the anarch- 
ists wanted it by having the state abol- 
ished. 


The fact that these two sets of peo- 


ple, 
holding diametrically opposite 


views, should work together in carry- 
Ing on an agitation shows much of the 
character of the so called "organiza- 
tion." In the course of time this con- 
glomeration of opposing opinions made 
trouble, for when Bakunine wanted to 
get up an international insurrection to 
bring about a destruction of all govern- 
ment and abolition of all !nw the so- 
lialists expelled him from the organi- 
zation, holding that equality could be 
brought about only through the meana 
»f ro-operative production which re- 
juir'od a state to enforce It

History of the Thirty-Seventh 


On the first day of July, 1882, after 


the progres of General McClellan's 
campaign on the peninsula had dem- 
onstrated that the Union force at that 
time was inadequate to the task of 
subduing the rebellion, President Lin- 
coln called for 300,000 more volunteers, 
and Massachusetts was one of the 
states to make a. noble and immediate 
response. After the the organization 
of the 
32<3, 33d and 34th 
regiments, 


which were in the process of organiza- 
tion when the call for volunteers was 
sounded, there remained 
the 
frag- 


ments of several companies; and those 
members who came from the four wes 
tern counties of the state—Berkshire, 
Hampden .Hampshire and Franklin- 
repaired to Camp Briggs. 
Pittsfield, 


so named after General 
Ht..i-y S. 


Briggs, of that city. This ~as early 
in August and these fragments became 
the nucleus of the 37th regiment of 
Massachusetts volunteer infantry. 


The last company of the regiment 


was mustered into service September 
4th of the same year and the term 
of the' regiment therefore ir^gan at 
that date. Few men we're rejected 
and the regiment was highly commend 
ed by officers of high authority. 
The 


officers 'commissions were issued Aug- 
ust 27, 1862, and were as follows: Col- 
onel, Oliver Edwards of Springfield; 
lieutenant-colonel, Alonzo E.

The 37th was considered a well offi- 


cered regiment. A good number bf 
the men had seen actual service. The 
men forming the regiment were prin- 
cipally from tl • four western coun- 
ties, 
Berkshire having the largest 


numjber with 384. Hampshire 
was 


second with 332, Hampden third vwith 
259 and Franklin fourth with 87. The 
people 
of Pittsfield and the whole 


county to'ok a great interest in the 


regiment, 
and before its departure 


many presents weri mafle the sol- 
diers *and a handsome silk flag pre- 
sented to Colonel Edwards by Mrs. J. 
R. Morewood of PUtsfteld. The flag 
was 
made by the young w^men of 


Pittsfleld and the staff was cut from 
wood cut on Greylock. 


The regiment left Pittsfleld Sunday, 


September 7, 1862, and went to New 
Tork, whence the regiment proceeded 
at once to Baltimore, Md. From that 
city the regiment went to Washington 
where 
it was 
assigned to General 


Briggs' brigade of Casey's division of 
reserves, 
forming a part of the de- 


fenders of Washington, while McClel- 
lan, with veteran troops, was moving 
through Maryland to check the invad- 
ing army of Lee. After the battle of 
Antietam the 37th, with other regi- 
ments, was ordered to the front. 


The first battle thai- the regiment 


was 
in was that of Frederickburg. 


and though the regiment did not get 
Into the fight it lost its first member, 
Stephen G. Warner ;of Company H. of 
WilWamsbiyg. However, it was the 
first to cross the Rappahannock riv- 
er and the last to return when the 
troops were wi'rhdrawn from tha \T& 
tack. Then came the long and tedious, 
marches, through which the regiment 
passed with no word of complaint, and 
then 
the 
storming 
of 
Marye's 


heights, 
the battle 'of Salem church 


and 
the battle of 
Chancellorsville. 


Following these were Gettysburg and 
Rappahannock 
station. But 
these 


were only minor engagements for the 
37th, which did not see active fighting 
until 
Grant took command of the 


armies in the field in February. 1864. 
Then 
the Sixth corps, of which the 


37th regiment was a part, because the 
mainstay of 
the Army of the Poto- 


mac, and in the long fight in the wil- 
dterneste the regiment displayed un- 
sujrpafcsed valor. Spottsylvania 
and 


Cold Harbor were hard fights for the 
37th, 
and in the battle of Ooecjuan, 


Colonel Hopkins and his company dis- 
lodged 
a battery and captured sev- 


erl prisoners. In 
the assault upon 


Petersburg 
the 37th took an active 


part, and 
in the battle of 
Sailor's 


creek and the capture of Lee the vet- 
erans of the fam'ous Massachusetts 
regiment were on hand. The regiment 
was also in New York to quiet the dis- 
turbances 
there in '63, when -.many 


lives were taken and • much property 
destroyed.

BUtory of the Forty-Ninth 


The Forty-ninth regiment sprang 


from Berkshire, and was, like the 37th, 
a Berkshire regiment. The regiment 
had for its colonel the lamented Gen. 
William F, Bartlett, whose widow was 
piesent at the reunion and addressed 
the veterans. Many local men joined 
the regiment and it was one of the regi 
ments in which northern Berkshire 
had the greatest interest. Among the 
other officers of the regiment were 
Major C. T. Plunkett of Adams, Lieut. 
R. B. Harvie of this city, Lieut. Robert 
R. Noble of Williamstown, the first 
voBunteer from that town, Lieut. Dan- 
iel B. Foster of Cheshire, Captain 
Samuel B. Sumner, a Williams gradu- 
ate, Lieut. E. T. Dresser, a Williams 
student, Capt. Francis W. Parker of 
Adams, 
once 
connected 
with 
the 


Transcript, Lieut. Henry M. Lyons of 
Adams and Lieut. William Nichols of 
Williamstown. 


Before the departure of the regiment 


the citizens of this city presented Cap 
tain Parker with sword, sash, belt and 
pistol, and the citizens of Williams- 
town bestowed a similar honor upon 
Lieut. Harvie, with the excepfon of 
the pistol. 
And the 
associates of 


Lieut. Lyons of Adams remembered 
him in a similar manner, adding a 
steel vest to his equipment. 


The regiment went4from Pittsfield to 


Worcester. 
The roster showed that 


towns in the county had contributed 
men as follows: Pittsfield, 140; Great 
Barrington, 82; Sheffield, 75; Adains, 
74; Lee, 55; West Stbckbridge, 22; 
Sovoy,i 
18; 
Windsor, 
17; 
Dalton, 


34;

Cheshire, 32; La.nesboro, 31; Williams- 
town, 27; Hinsdale, 25; Hancock, 10; 
New Ashford, 4. In the ranks were 473 
farmers. 


From Worcester the regiment went 


to New York, and thence to Long Is- 
land, where camp was iestatf.ished. 
From there the regiment sailed to New 
Orleans, and then up the Father of 
Rivers, landing at Baton Rouge, La. 
Then began the fortunes of war, the 
regiment being •uith Banks division. 
In the capture of Port Hudson the 
regiment did courageous service and 
its charges have led to many favorable 
comments. 
Seventy-three successive 


daysof campaignimg were had and the 
regiment saw more actual work than 
other regiments who had been in the 
service since the beginning of the war. 


The regiment was a short term one 


and its term expired July 28, 1863, after 
nine months. The regiment was trans 
ported back bo Pittsfield 
,'rf>|achilng 


there the latter part of August. The 
regiment war, mustered out September 
i of the .same year. 


The casualties in battle were 132; 


death from wounds, 32; disease, 82; 
commissioned officers killed, i.

FLAGLER'S NEW HOME. 


Description of the Florida Million. 


atre's Palace, 'Whitehall. 


The work of the greatest magnitude 


now on the east coast is undoubtedly 
Whitehall, the home of Mr. H. M. Flag- 
ler, says the Palm Beach (Fla.) News. 
This palace, for this is what it will be 
in every sense of the word, was plan- 
ned in the winter of 1899, and about 
fourteen months ago the first steps 
were taken toward Its construction. 
Since the beginning not a day has been 
lost by the force in charge of the work, 
and today the massive walls have 
reached their height, and the tiled 
roofing is being placed in position. All 
the Interior finishing is yet to be done, 
and then comes the furnishing, but all 
this will be done and the mansion 
ready for the owner's occupation to 
December. 


Before Whitehall is completed It is 


estimated that at least a half million 
dollars will have been expended on 
the structure and grounds surround- 
ing. Whitehall stands about 400 feet 
southwest from the Hotel Royal Poin- 
clana, on the shore of Lake Worth. 
It is a solid brick and stone creation 
of purely Spanish architectural design.

A Self Locatiug^Foir tfbm. 


A fog signal which is self locating 


was recently tested at Falkner island 
by the United States lighthouse board.

MEMORIAL TO PRESIDENT. 


Plans for the Erection of a Monument 


An informal meeting of ttte clergy 


and some of the leading professional 
and 
business men was held in the 


court room 'of the town hall yesterday 
afternoon, having for its object a plan 
to erect a memorial of the late presi- 
ident. Hon. W. B. Plunkett 
was 


elected chairman and Registrar F. R. 
Rhaw clerk. Owing to the fact that 
Mr. McKinley was so well known in 
Adams, having laid the corner stone 
of the Berkshire mills and the library 
memorial building it was thougfit that 
something should be done to show the 
appreciation of the people of Adams 
for the honors done them and also to 
help perpetuate his memory. It was de 
cided to place the matter 
into the 


hands of a committee of five of which 
the chairman was to be one, with the 
power to appoint the other four, this 
committee to ascertain the best thinsr 
to be done It is thought 
probable 


that the memorial will be in the form 
of a monument. Although the matter 
will be left entirely in the hands of 
the committee, those present gave sug 
g-estions which outlined their wishes 
and which will undoubtedly be car- 
ried out. It wa^s the opinion of those 
present that the memorial should be a 
statue of the late president, made in 
bronze, and of a c'ollossal size. The best 
artists will be employed and arrange- 
ments will be made to use the death 
mask taken at Buffalo. 


Several sites for the monument were' 


suggested, 
but the one deemed most 


desirable was the lawn in front of the 
memorial building. The permission to 
place the monument there could be un- 
doubtedly secured 
from the 
town. 


Failing in this the triangular plot at 
the corner of Park and Maple streets 
Will probably be chosen.

ESTIMATE OF THE YACHTS. 


Strong Wind* Defender'* Hope, De- 


clares Skipper Hank Haff. 


Captain Hank C. Haff, who will re- 


port the cup races for the New York 
Journal, made a critical examination 
of the challenger, Shamrock II., in tho 
Brie basin drydock the other day and 
herewith gives his opinion of the two 
boats. Captain Han* is by far the most 
famous yachting skipper in America. 
He had charge of the cup defender Vol- 
unteer in 1887, the Columbia in 1898, 
the Defender in 15^5 and sailed the In- 
dependence for Mr. Laweon this eea- 
Bon: 


After a careful- Inspection of the 


Shamrock II. as she rests to the dry- 
dock at Erie basin I" do not hesitate to 
say that I consider her a dangerous 
boat in moderate breezes and a danger- 
ous boat In windward twrk in any 
breeze, whether strong or moderate. It 
is an open question with me whether 
she will be as fast running as Colum- 
bia or not I think she would have been 
faster off the wind if she carried her 
width out farther aft The underbody 
of Shamrock closely resembles that of 
Defender. 
She has about the same 


dead rise and. I should judge, about the 
same lateral resistance. If she ebottld 
prove to be as good or better than the 
Defender, the cup is truly In danger, aa 
I consider the Defender the best boat 
Herreshoff ever built. I do not believe 
that the people who rigged Defender in 
1899 did it wita the Intention that ehe 
should beat the Columbia. 


The rig of Shamrock is extremely 


neat and snug looking, though another 
shroud or two on each side might not 
be amiss in a strong breeze and heavy 
seas. The bloclcs of the challenger are 
all of American make, and Watson 
seems to have followed the American 
idea in the whole rig. Judging from the 
appearance of her spar plan she has a 
shorter boom and gaff than Columbia, 
but more hoist to her mainsail, while 
her forward triangle does not appear 
to be any larger. Therefore I do not 
believe she will have to allow the Co- 
lumbia much, if any, time. 


From what I bad read in the newspa- 


pers I had been led to believe that the 
Shamrock had an extremely broad 
mainsail, with a boom anywhere from 
112 feet to 120 feet, but I doubt if it 
tapea more than 104 feet or 105 feet 
Instead of being broad her rig is nar- 
row and lofty as compared with the 
Columbia. Viewing the two boats as 
they now lay in the dock, one is at 
once impressed with the •moothness 
and superior workmanship of the Wat- 
son boat. 


In making comparisons of this kind 


It is easy to be mistaken, but Judging 
the two models as I saw them I con- 
sider that in light and moderate 
breezes the chances are in favor of 
Shamrock, though I look for Colombia 
to win IB fresh or strong winds, es- 
pecially over a triangular course. There 
Is no question that both boats will be 
well and ably handled, and may. the 
beat boat win.

VETERANS GATHER 


But the Nation's Sorrow 


Made the Boys of '61 


Sad and Serious 


ABOUT 300 OLD SOLDIERS THERE 


Mrs, Bartlett Prevented from Attending 


by the Death of the General's 


Mother. 
Reunion of 37th 


and 49th Regiments 


• 


Instead of the jovial, happy spirit, 


which has been so characteristic of the 
boys of '61, a sadness pervaded the 
ranks of the veterans of the 37th and 
49th Massachusetts regiments yester- 
day when t'hcy met at Williamstown 
for their annual reunion, and the old 
soldiers present all agreed that it was 
a reunion different from any ever held. 
The love of the old veterans for their 
comrade, William McKinley, the man- 
ner of his death, and the disptoy of 
mourning everywhere, would not per- 
mit them to forget their sorrow for a 
single moment, and while here and 
there small groups endeavored to talk 
over old times and crack a few war 
jokes or tell stories, in every case the 
attempts were failures and the veter- 
ans soon found, themselves 
talking 


about the nation's sorrow.. In every 
speech President McKinley was fit- 
tingly remembered and it cannot be 
said that the boys in blue failed yes- 
terday to pay tribute to his memory. 


The reunion was a joint reunion of 


the two regiments, and was the 34th 
annual gathering for the 49th and the 
31st for the 37th. The day was the an- 
niversary of the battle of Winchester, 
in which the' 37th tooK a prominent 
part, and the badges of the 37th bore 
the inscription, ""Battle of Winches- 
ter," at the top. There was a very 
large number of veterans in town, 
even more than had been expected, 
and about 300 were fed at the opera 
house. 
The visitors were Berkshire 


men for the most part, though there 
were representatives of all parts of 
the state. One Veteran, John Bradley, 
crossed the continent from Oregon to 
be present at the 37th reunion. 


Upon .the arrivals of. the veterans, 


the first inquiries made were concern- 
ing the program, of which lew had 
any knowledge, and when it was learn 
ed that all festivities would be dis- 
pensed with and the reunion made a 
memorial service, there was general 
assent. The veterans of the 49th be- 
gan to gather in front of the post 
rooms of E. P. Hopkins post as early 
as 9 o'clock, while soon after that hour 
the nucleus of the 37th regiment's rep- 
resentation could be seen 'standing on 
the walk in front of Gale block, where, 
in the A. O. U. W. rooms, the business 
meeting of the regiment was to be 
held. 
The groups swelled gradually 


as the cars and trains came in, and by 
noon each had grown to large propor- 
tions. The members of the two regi- 
ments mingled freely, and though an 
occasional warning, 'such as "Get back 
in your own regiment or we'll court 
martial you," was heard, there was a 
mutual friendship between the two 
regiments. There were also members 
of various other regimnets present. 


Business meeting of 37th 


The 37th was the first regiment to 


go into business session and therefore 
the first to get through. Shortly after 
neon it was found that the number of 
37th men present was larger than the 
A. O. U. W. rooms could accommodate 
and a search was made for 
larger 


quarters, which were quickly found 
through the kindness of the school 
committee and 
Supt» W. G. Mitchell. 


The hall in the Spring street public 
school was offered and accepted, and 
shortly after 1 o'clock President Casey 
called the meeting to order. After a 
few remarks, in which he expressed 
his pleasure at the large attendance, 
the business was taken up. The min- 
utes of the last meeting were omitted 
en account of their length and the late 
ness of the hour, and the report of the 
treasurer 
was 
approved. 
Twelve 


deaths in the ranks of privates and 
two among the officers were reported 
for the year, including 
one death 


which occurred in 1897, but Which was 
not reported until the past year. 


A nominating committee selected the 


following officers for the ensuing year, 
which list was accepted by a unani- 
mous vote: 
President, 
Albert 
C. 


Sparks of Lee; vice-presidents, Albert 
C. Allen of Belchertown, O. A. Parent, 
and John W. Coney of Stogkbridge;

Springfield. Letters of regret because 
of their inability to be present were 
read from 
Archibald Hopkins 
and 


Charles L. Edwards. 


The meeting was then given over to 


speech-making, and James L. Bowen, 
Albert 
C .Sparks, John C. Bradley, 


Captain Smith and Captain Loomis re- 
sponded. Tributes were paid to the 
honored dead, and they culminated in 
the adoption of resolutions, drawn up 
and presented to the meeting by a 
committee consisting of 
James 
L. 


Bowen, J. A. Loomis and H. M. Ab- 
bott. The resolutions follow: 
Resolution* on President McKlnies 


"Resolved, That we hereby express, 


our profound sorrow at the great na- 
tional calamity, which falls upon us 
in the death of our beloved comrade, 
President 
McKinley; 
that we de- 


nounce the teachings of anarchism, 
which lead to such a cowardly, treach- 
erous crime, and call upon the law- 
makers of our country to take 
the 


most active measures for the suppres- 
sion of anarchy and, anarchistic teach- 
ings in our land; and that we tende, 
our heartfelt sympathy 
to the be- 


reaved widow of our late presides!, 
and pray that as her day is, so ma; 
her strength b? also." A copy of thes- 
resolutions will be sent to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley by the secretary.

Stephen A. Hickox of Williamstown, 


who has been a candidate for county 
commissioner, has formally announced 
his withdrawal from the 
race 
and 


harmony succeeds discord in the re- 
publican ranks. This decision of Mr. 
Hickox was sent to the southern part 
of the county this morning and to this 
city. Mr. Hickox states that his rea- 
son for withdrawing is because he be- 
lieves such action is in the interest 
of the party. 


Mr. Hickox .who is 
now 
special 


commissioner, will stand for renomin- 
ation, and it is even probable, even 
certain, that this will be given him. 
The nomination for commissioner will 
go *o Col. F. S. Richardson of thia 
city, the present incumbent of the 'of- 
fice. 


The decision of Mr. Hickox wa| 


reached last evening after a consulta- j 
tion with republicans and it means ' 
much in the campaign. It gives "Wil- 
liamstown the opportunity to make 
further claims for the senatorial nom- 
ination and is therefore pleasing to the 
friends of Candidate A. E. Hall. It 
also leaves the field 'open for Col. F. 
S. Richardson of this city. 


The withdrawal of Mr. Hickox has 


caused a ripple in republican circles 
and today it was generally discussed. 
Though such actoin was partly e,x- 
pected, many thought that the ex- 
senator would remain firm until the 
end. 


There is no opposition to his re- 


nomination as special commissioner. 


W. L. Crosier of WUliamstown. called

son E. Rogers of Eagle River, Wis., 
Henry L. Root of Constantine, Mich., 
Warren H. Marsh of Boston, William 
L. Wilbur of Sidney, N .Y., and John 
Vincent, all expressing rt-grct that the 
writers would not be able to attend 
the reunion. The names of Richard 
T. Lawless of Pittsfield and John B. 
Adams of Conway were presented for 
honorary membership, and were laid 
on the table until the next meeting. 
A collection was taken and resulted 
in swelling the treasury by $32.61.
